I,  FRED’TOOK  DEP/ITT  TURNBULL,  being  first  duly  sworn  on  oath,  de¬ 
poses  and  says i  •  * 

I  am  a  Lt.  A-l,  USNR,  File  r'301472,  now  attached  to  Nayal'Air  Ration, 
Ios  Alamit08,  Celifornia.  My  permanent  home  address  is  291  Grove,  Hi?h- 
land  Park  3,  Michigan.  I  am  24  years  of  age.  At  the  time  I  was  a  Prisoner 
of  War  1  was  a"  Fiisign,  AVN,  USNR,  File  No.  301472.

I  was  formerly  attached  to  Mr  C-ro.Up  20,  VF  20,  .abroad  the  USS  Sur¬ 
prise  and  was  shot  down  by  'dhemy  air  cijaft  on  October  12,  1944  at  Ka to, 
Formosa.  I  landed  in  the  water  by  parachutd  approximately  25  feet  from 
the  shoreline  and  was  immediately  taken  prisoner  by  the  Army  Military 
Police.  Upon  being  captured *hll  personal  articles  were  removed  from  my 
person,  my  hands  tied  behind'  my  back  w{th  panachute  shroud  lines,  made 
to  lie  down  and  the  parachiltfc  was  thrown -oven  qe.  Within, ten  minutes  l 
had  been  shot  twice,  once  in  the  left. upper  arm,  once, in  the  right  chest. 
Reside  the  two  wounds  mentioned  above,  I .had  -received  two  twenty  milimeter 
wounds  in  my  loft  shoulder. '»  (cee  Attached  Exhibit  f'A"  and  "B  ).  Approxi¬ 
mately  30  minutes  had  elapsed  when  I  was  made  to  walk  approximately  5i 
yards  to  the  orposide  eidoVpf  the  road  running  down  the  shoreline.  In 
being  made  to  walk,  my  physical  condition  at  that  time  was  very  weak  and 
as  I  could  not  walk  fast  enough  I  was  Jabbed  in  the  back  with  a  bayonet 
by  an  unknown  person,  and  this  bayonet  wound  was  approximately  one  -  one 
and  a  half  inchos  deep.  I  was  then  transferred  from  this  place  by  truck 
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to  the  Kato  Military  Hospital  where  ny  wounds  were  operated  on  without 
the  oid  of  anesthetics*  I  was  in  this  hospital  until  November  11,  1944 
and  at  which  time  I,  was  transferred  to  the  Kempetai  Headquaifters  in  the 
city  of  Tainan,  Formosa.  ‘I  remained  in  this  jail  until  November  23,  1944 
undergoing  interrogation  daily*.  On  November  23  I  n>s  taken  by  car>to  an 
airfield  and  then  ftown  to  Tokyo,  Japan  and  on  this  trip,  the  only  cloth in? 
that  I  had  'was  a  thir  co'ttor  Kinona  and  in  tho  throo  day  trip  I  was  fed  OKiy 
two  meals*  Upon  arrival  in  Tokyo,  I  vas  taken  to  the  Kempetai  Fead- 
niartors,  Kudon  District  and  confinod  there  from  November  26,  1944 
until  tho  8th  of  Decombor. 


On  tho  abovo  date  I  whb  transforrad  to  Ofune  interrogation  Camp  by 
train  and  by  foot.  At  this  time  I  had  no  shoes  and  ms  made  to  walk  a 
distance  of  approximately  throo  mil's  walking  over  cinders,  glass  and 
made  to  stop  in  onimn1  oxcrotion  which  was  on  tho  road.  Not  having  shoes, 
it  was  very  hard  to  keor  the  pace,  that  was  reouired  and  so  ny  guards  would 
prod  me  in  the  back  with  their  sword  cases.  Also,  I  would  llko  to  state 
that  at  this  time  I  had  no  clothing  oxcopt  for  the  thin  cotton  klmona 
given  to  mo  at  tho  hospital  on  Formosa.  I  arrived  at  the  Japanese  Naval 
Interrogation  Camp  at  Of\ma  at  approximately  11:30  a.m.  Decenibor  8,  1944 
and  was  immediately  put  in  a  cell  six  feet  by  nine  feet.  They  did  not 
feod  me  tho  noon  meal  that  day  and  the  first  meal  that  I  reoeivod  was 
that  night.  Tho  Kongocho  by  tho  name  of  Kitamura.  came  to  my  cell  at 
approximately  1:30  on  this  date  and  examined  my  cut  and  bleeding  feet 
and  also  looked  at  ay  wounds  in  my  shoulder,  arm  and  cheat.  To  those 
ho  gave  no  modical  aid  or  attontlon  nor  would  ho  give  mo  cloan  bandages 
for  ay  wounds,  i&ich  were  at  that  time  llco  infected. 

Next  day,  which  was  9  Docombor  1944,  I  was  interrogated  by  two  men 
in  civilian  clothing,  one  whom  I  come  to  know  later  as  Hatsuo  Fasano, 
who  was  a  Lt.  in  tho  Naval  Intelligence.  Ho  informed  me  in  ny  first 
interview  that  I  was  not  a  Prisoner  of  rar  but  still  a  combatant  and 
that  ny  treatment  by  tho  Japanese  Covommont  would  depend  upon  how  I 
answered  tho  cuestions  asltod  of  me.  First  interrogation  consisted  of 
ny  none,  rank,  serial  number,  ship,  previous  operations,  futuro  opera¬ 
tions  that  I  might  know  about,  typo  of  aircraft  and  information  pertain¬ 
ing  to  t^in  typo,  previous  military  training  and  also  about  ny  homo  lifo. 

In  our  conversation • I  loarnod  thet  ho  was  from  Borkely,  California  and 
at  that  tinp  I  told  him  thet  one  of  tho  other  Trisonors  that  carao  to’ 

Japan  with  ma  was  born  and  raised  ir.  Borkely,  California  and  his  name 
was  It.  (J.g.'  Kenneth  Ashton  Flinn.  He  said  that  ho  knew  of  no  one 
by  that  narao  while  ho  was  in  tho  States.  It.  (J.g.)  Konnoth  Ashton  Flinn 
was  beaten  tho  noxt  morning  for  no  apparent  roason,  and  although  he  had  not  ba¬ 
boon  cuestlonod  by  the  Naval  Intolligonce,  it  appoarod  to  mo  that  this  man, 

Lt.  Samano,  Hatsuo  may  have  ordered  his  boating. 

The  day  following  tho  interrogation  by  Lt.  Sasano,  Hatsuo,  I  was 
ruostioned  hy  Captain  Panematsu  with  tho  oid  of  on  interrogator  named 
Jems#  K,  flaaaki.  In  this  interrogation,  I  was  again  informed  aa  to  my 
status  while  in  this  camp  and  that  ay  safety  deponded  upon  ay  answers 
to  their  questions.  I  gavo  thorn  false  information  as  to  the  name  of  ny 
ship  and  drew  a  diagram  of  tho  gun  implncononts  that  were  on  the  ship 
that  I  was  supposedly  from.  About  a  month  from  the  date  of  this  interro¬ 
gation  I  was  again  questioned  by  tho  same  two  non  and  at  that  tlmo  they 
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showod  mo  a  photograph  of  tho  ship  that  I  bad  told  thorn  I  to a  from.  They 
could  soo  oasily  that  I  had  lied  to  thorn  as  tho  number  of  puns  and  posi¬ 
tions  theroon  wore  entiroly  wrong,  and  so  they  suspected  that  I  was  from 
another  ship,  I  did  not  admit  that  I  was  from  another  ship,  but  instoad 
maintainod  that  tho  inf  or  am  ion  I  gave  thorn  was  truo.  At  this  tirao  Captain 
Sanomatsu  slammed  tho  dosk  with  hie  fist  and  called  mo  a  liar  and  thon 
slappod  mo  approximately  five  or  six  times  in  the  faco.  "hilo  I  was 
boinp  slappod  at  this  interrogation,  James  K.  fr3aki  was  project.  Captain 
Sanomatsu  then  summoned  tho  guard  on  duty  and  told  him  to  take  :no  back  to 
my  room  and  I  boliovo  that  ho  pnvo  instructions  to  tho  guard  to  bbat  mo 
as  I  had  not  told  tV’oin  the  truth.  This  guard’s  namo  was  Nisbi,  ffasanori 
and  upon  arrival  at  my  coll,  Nishi  boat  mo  apiroximntol  fifteen  times  with 
a  club  throo  and  a  half  inches  in  dlnrotor  and  throo  feet  long,  with  as 
much  strength  as  ho  could  gather,  across  tho  buttocks  and  logs,  Wo 
boating  bogan  about  15  minutes  after  I  was  Questioned  by  FanomafcuuV  At 
this  moment  it  was  time  to  ehr.npo  tho  guards  and  tho  guard  by  the  name 
of  Hiroso,  Kisaburo  relieved  Nishi  and  ho  was  given  instructions 
Nishi  to  continuo  tho  bontirg.  **iroso  boinp  a  kind  guard  took  tho'bat 
and  would  hit  tho  floor  and  told  mo  that  ovory  timo  ho  hit  tho  floor 
for  mo  to  yoll  wit*1  pain.  Thia  guard,  Hiroso,  savod  mo  from  boing  i 
sovoroly  boaton  and  perhaps  being  boaton  to  doath.

I  hold  Sanomatsu  and  Sasaki  responsible  for  tho  many  beatings  and 
ponoral  mistroatmonts  that  woro*  a  daily  occurronoo  ir>  this  camp  for  the 
following  roasons:  Almost  invariably  after  questioning,  the  porson* 
cuostionod  would  bo  beaten  and  his  meals  withhold  for  one  or'  mor<J  meals, 
a  maximum  time  would  bo  about  four  days.  The  guards  would. bow  and  ^fcroat 
both  of  those  men  with  a  groat  deal  of  resp-ct  and  would  follow  any' order 
or  command  givan  him  by  oithrr,  Tboy  both  seemed  anxious  to  impross  us 
with  their  authority  *nd  that  our  lives  rosted  in  their  hands,  in  order 
to  secure  t^o  information  that  thoy  desirod  from  us.  Sasaki  ofton  im- 
prossod  us  v.'ith  tho  information  that  ho  t/t.9  a  Commander  in  .the  Imp  #ial 
Japanese  Navy  and  that  his  word  carried  a  groet  deal  of  rAight.  Ho  also 
continually  promised  to  do  certain  things  for  us  but  thoso  promises  vero 
novor  fulfilled,  'P'o  fact  that  ho  had  authority  ir  this  camp  is  attested  by 
tho  following  occurroncos.  On  Easter  Sunday  1945  a  thorough  scorch  was 
mado  of.  tho  came  and  of  nil  prisoners  rooms  for  artlalos  wo  voro  not 
supposed  to  huvo.  In  this  inspection  they  found  soma  Ja~nnoso  Yon  in 
ray  room  and  I  v;os  called  from  a  formation  of  Friscnors  of  War  by  Jamos 
K.  Sasaki  and  asked  why  this  money  was  in  the  room.  I  explained  tho 
situation  fully  to  him  in  the  prosonco  of  Kitamura,  Iida  and  another 
petty  of floor  who3o  name  I  do  not  know.  After  explaining  this,  I  was 
not  boaton  but  lnstoad  returned  to  tho  formation.  ’  In  tho  same  inspec¬ 
tion  thoy  found  a  packapo  of  American  cigarettes,  in  n’Nnvy ‘^ilistod  l^n's  : 
room  by  tho  name  of  Rinr,  Doll  end  this  nen  ms  boaton  by  Kitamura  in  tho 
prosonco  of  approximately  fifty  frisonors  of  vhr.  This  boating  nas 
administored  by  Kitamura  hitting  ?ing  with  his  fist  approximately  thirty 
fivo  to  forty  tiraos  and  knocking  him  sonsoloss,  so  that  for  two  days  ho 
was  in  a  dazo  and  could  not  talk  coherently.  This  boating  was  witnossod  by 
Sasaki,.’ Iidn  and  tlioDunknovn  Tatty  Officer,  and  at  no  tiro  did  Sasaki 
intorforo  with  this  boating.  It  is  my  belief  that  Snsnki  could  hove 
stopped  this  boating,  ns  ho  suroly  stepped  Kitamura  from  boating  mo.  I 
havo  boon  told  rr.ny  timos  by  the  guards  that  tho  Cunrabu  (phonetic)  had 
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orderod  certain  prisoners  to  *o  boaton,  thoir  mala  withheld  for  not 
answering  thoir  quoationa  satisfactorily  and  it  vraa  common  knowledge 
within  tho  camp  that  all  boatin^ordorod  or  not  ordered  were  condonned 
by  tho  following  men*  Sanomatau,  Snaaki,  Yokura,  Saaano,  Katagori, 
and  all  othor  interrogators  and  intelligence  officora  that  came  to  thia 
camp* 

I  will  deaoribo  a  routine  day  in  solitary  confinement .  I  waa  con- 
finod  in  a  coll  ( '  x  9',  which  hod  ono  window  opening  on  tho  compound, 
which  was  covored  with  paper  and  bars  mado  of  wood  blocka  approximately 
1B  square,  and  also  had  cno  window  approximately  6"  x  6”  leading  onto 
the  oorridor,  which  alao  ms  covered  with  paper.  I  would  ariso  each 
morning  nt  6:15  qnd  would  bo  pivon  five  mlnutos  in  which  to  fold  my 
blankets  and  to  piio  them  in  tho  Corner  of  tho  room.  I  had  five 
blankets.  I  then  had  to  wait  until  6:45,  at  which  tine  ny  food  waa 
given  to  mo  with  no  chonco  to  wash  or  brush  ny  tooth..  I  would  finish 
with  breaKfaat  by  7  o'clock,  at  which  time  ny  food  was  taken  away  and 
thon  I  hod  to  sit  cross  logged  without  any  blankets  around  ray  body  until  it  ' 
was  time  to  sweep  tho  room,  which  waa  approximately  8t30.  At  9  AM  in  the 
morning  they  would  start  tho  oxorciso  knov.n  aa  componsogo  (phonetic), 
which  I  will  doacribo  lator.  Thoy  would  thon  take  tho  solitary  Prisoners  one 
at  a  tine  and  subnit  thorn  to  this  exorcise.  This  would  continue  until 
approxima*oly  10:3f  or  10:45  and  at  11:45  tho  noon  meal  was  brought 
to  me.  Thia  had  to  bo  finishod  by  12.  I  did  nothing  tho  roat  of  tho 
aftomoon  except  sit  and  think  in  ny  coll,  and  if  tho  guardB  woro  not 
too  closo  wo  would  convorso  with  tho  nan  in  tho  cell  next  to  us,  as  the 
walla  woro  very  thin  and  it  was  possible  to  entry  on  a  conversation 
without  raising  your  voice  too  much.  At  4*45  I  recoivod  ny  evening 
tnoel  and  cf  course,  finishod  it  by  5.  I  again  had  nothing  to  do  but 
ait  until  6:45,  at  which  time  I  waa  told  to  noko  my  bod  and  only  allowod 
5  minutoa  to  noko  it.  Thon  I  rant  to  sleep,  Thoro  never  waa  any  heat  in  the 
barracks  at  any  timo  I  was  thoro,  and  perhaps  ovory  third  or  fourth  day 
I  would  bo  allowod  to  wash  ny  faco  and  hands  and  brush  ny  tooth.  Every 
othor  wook  I  was,  providod  tho  guards  woro  not  mad  or  otherwise  down  on 
you  as  an  individual,  allowod  to  toko  a  bath  with  soap.  For  a  period  of 
four  months  I  woro  tho  same  clothes,  which  were  lico  infectod  and  no 
opportunity  to  wash  thorn  or  recoivo  a  change. 

Our  food  throo  timos  a  day  consisted  of  cno  bowl  $or  man  of  rico. 

This  bowl  wculd  hold  about  8  ouncos.  This  bowl  at  no  timo  was  ovor  ovor 
5^8ths  full,  !7e  also  rocoivod  ono  8  vounco  bowl  of  soup  por  moal,  and 
this  soup  was  made  of  hot  wntor  and  perhaps  somotinos  ro  would  rocoivo 
fish  heads,  fins,  and  cnco  in  a  great  while  potato  poolings,  and  if  wo 
recoivod  ovor  5  or  6  poolings  por  bowl,  wo  figured  ourselves  very  lucky. 

I  will  add  another  thing  about  solitary  confinement,  end  that  is  that 
we  woro  not  allowod  to  walk  around  in  tho  cell.  7/e  had  to  maintain  a  cross- 
lagged  position. 
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showod  mo  a  photograph  of  tho  ship  that  I  had  told  thorn  I  was  from.  They 
could  800  oasily  that  I  had  lied  to  thorn  as  tho  number  of  puns  and  posi¬ 
tions  thereon  wore  entirely  wrong,  and  so  thoy  suspoctcd  that  I  was  from 
another  ship,  I  did  not  admit  that  I  was  from  another  ship,  hut  instoad 
maintained  that  tho  information  I  gave  thorn  was  true.  At  this  timo  Captain 
Sanomatsu  slammed  tho  desk  with  hie  fist  and  colled  no  a  liar  and  thon 
slappod  mo  approximately  five  or  six  tiiaos  in  tho  faco.  "hilo  I  was 
boinp  slappod  at  this  interrogation,  James  K.  °r3aki  was  present.  Captain 
Sanomatsu  then  summoned  tho  guard  on  duty  and  told  him  to  take  :no  back  to 
my  room  and  I  boliovo  that  ho  pavo  instructions  to  tho  guard  to  bbat  mo 
as  I  had  not  told  thorn  the  truth.  This  guard's  nnmo  was  Niahi,  Masanori 
and  upon  arrival  at  ny  cell,  Nishi  heat  mo  approximate!  fjftoon  times  with 
a  club  throo  and  a  half  inches  in  dlnr.otor  and  throo  foot  long,  with  as 
much  strength  as  he  could,  gather,  across  tho  buttocks  and  legs,  Wo 
booting  bogar  about  15  minutes  after  I  was  ouostlonod  by  Panama t»u7  At 
this  moment  it  was  timo  to  change  th.i  guards  and  tho  guard  by  the  riamo 
of  Hiroso,  Kisafcu.ro  reliovod  Nishi  and  ho  was  given  instructions 
Nishi  to  continue  tho  bontirg.  Hiroso  boinp  a  kir.d  guard  took  tho'bat 
and  would  hit  tho  floor  and  told  mo  that  ovory  tina  ho  hit  tho  floor 
for  mo  to  yell  wit*1  pain.  Thie  guard,  Hiroso,  savod  mo  from  boing  3 
sovoroly  banton  and  perhaps  boing  bouton  to  death.

I  hold  Sanomatsu  and  Sasaki  responsible  for  tho  many  beatings  and 
ponoral  mistroatmonts  that  woro-  a  daily  occurreneo  in  this  camp  for  tho 
following  reasons:  Almost  invariably  after  questioning,  tho  porson- 
euostionod  would  bo  beaten  and  his  meals  withhold  for  one  of  morfc  meals, 
a  maximum  tine  would  bo  about  four  days.  The  guards  would. bow  and  ^rrat 
both  of  these  men  t/ith  a  groat  daal  of  rrsp'ct  .and  would  follow  any'*  or  dor 
or  command  given  him  by  either.  T^oy  both  scorned  anxious  to  impross  us 
with  thoir  authority  *>nd  that  our  lives  rosted  in  thoir  hands,  in  order 
to  secure  t^o  information  that  thoy  dosirod  from  us.  Sasaki  ofton  ira- 
prossod  us  with  tho  information  that  he  was  a  Commander  in  the  Imperial 
Japanese  Nevy  and  that  his  word  carried  a  groct  deal  of  wAight.  Ho  also 
continually  promised  to  dc  certain  thin.-s  for  us  but  thoso  promises  Yoro 
novor  fulfilled.  T'o  fact  that  ho  had  authority  ir  this  camp  is  attested  by 
tho  following  occurroncos.  On  Easter  Sunday  1945  a  thorough  search  was 
rnado  of.  tho  camp  and  of  nil  prisoners  rooms  for  articles  wovoro  not 
supposed  to  ha vo.  In  this  inspection  they  found  some  Ja-nnoso  Yon  in 
ray  room  and  I  was  called  from  a  formation  of  Prisoners  of. War  by  Jamos 
K.  Sasaki  and  asked  why  this  mono;1'  was  in  the  room.  I  oxplninrd  tho 
situation  fully  to  him  in  tho  prosenco  of  Kitamura,  Iida  and  another 
potty  officor  who30  name  I  do  not  know.  After  explaining  this,  I  wns 
not  boaton  but  instoad  returned  to  the  formation.  ’  In  tho  samo  inspec¬ 
tion  thoy  found  a  packapo  of  American  cigarettos,  in  n‘ Navy ‘^listed  Van's  : 
room  by  tho  namo  of  Rine,  Doll  and  this  men  ms  boaton  by  Kitamura  in  tho 
presence  of  approximately  fifty  Prisoners  of  rhr.  This  boating  was 
administored  by  Kitamura  hitting  :5.ing  with  his  fist  approximately  thirty 
fivo  to  forty  times  and  knockinp  him  sensoloss,  so  that  for  two  days  ho 
was  in  a  dazo  and  could  not  talk  coherently.  This  boating  was  ritnossod  by 
Sasaki, Jlidn  and  t&o'.unknovn  Petty  Officer,  and  nt  no  tiro  did  Sasaki 
intorforo  with  this  beating.  It  is  my  belief  that  Sasaki  could  have 
stoppod  this  boatinr,  as  ho  3urely  stopped  Kitamura  from  booting  mo.  I 
havo  boon  told  many  times  by  the  guards  that  the  Cunrabu  (phonetic)  had 
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ordorod  certain  prisoners  to  *o  boaton,  thoir  coals  withheld  for  not 
answering  thoir  questions  satisfactorilyV  end  it  was  ccnrion  knowledge  m- 
within  tho  camp  thot  all  boatin^ordorod  or  not  ordered  were  condonned 
by  the  following  mem  Sanomatsu,  Sasaki,  Yokura,  Sasano,  Katagori, 
and  all  othor  interrogators  and  intolligonco  officors  that  corao  to  this 
camp* 

I  will  describo  a  routine  day  in  solitary  confinonont.  I  was  con¬ 
fined  in  a  coll  ('  x  9',  which  had  ono  window  opening  on  tho  compound, 
which  was  covored  with  paper  and  bars  mado  of  wood  blocks  approximately 
ln  square,  and  also  had  cno  window  approximately  6"  x  6”  loading  onto 
the  oorridor,  which  also  was  covorod  with  paper.  I  would  ariso  each 
morning  nt  6:15  qnd  would  bo  pivon  five  minutos  in  which  tc  fold  my 
blankets  and  to  pilo  them  in  tho  Corner  of  tho  room.  I  had  five 
blankets.  I  then  had  to  wait  until  6:45,  at  which  tine  my  food  was 
given  to  mo  with  no  chanco  to  rash  or  brush  ny  tooth..  I  would  finish 
with  breakfast  by  7  o’clock,  at  which  timo  ny  food  was  taken  away  and 
thon  I  had  tc  sit  oross  loggod  without  any  blankets  around  my  body  until  it  ' 
was  time  to  swoop  tho  roon,  which  was  arproximatoly  8:30.  At  9  AH  in  the 
morning  they  would  start  tho  oxorciso  known  as  componsope  (phonetic), 
which  I  will  doscribo  lator.  Thoy  would  thon  take  tho  solitary  Prisoners  ono 
at  a  tino  and  subnit  thon  to  this  oxorciso.

5  minutos  to  mako  it.  Thon  I  rant  to  sloop.  Thero  never  was  any  heat  in  the 
barracks  at  ony  timo  I  was  thoro,  and  perhaps  every  third  or  fourth  day 
I  would  bo  allowod  to  wash  my  face  and  hands  and  brush  my  teeth.  Every 
othor  weok  I  was,  providod  the  guards  wero  not  mad  or  otherwise  down  on 
you  as  an  individual,  allowod  to  take  a  bath  with  soap.  For  a  period  of 
four  months  I  woro  tho  same  clothes,  which  wero  lico  infcctod  end  no 
opportunity  to  rash  thorn  or  recoivo  a  change. 

Our  food  throo  times  a  day  consistod  of  cno  bowl  por  man  of  rico. 

This  bowl  would  hold  about  8  ouncos.  This  bowl  at  no  timo  was  ovor  ovor 
S^ths  full.  *?e  also  rocoivod  ono  8  vcunco  bowl  of  soup  por  moal,  and 
this  soup  was  made  of  hot  wator  and  porhaps  sometinos  ro  would  rocoivo 
fish  heads,  fins,  and  cnco  in  a  great  while  potato  poolings,  and  if  wo 
roooivod  ovor  5  or  (  poolings  por  bowl,  wo  figured  ourselves  very  lucky. 

I  will  add  nnothor  thing  about  solitary  confinement,  end  that  is  that 
re  woro  not  allowed  to  walk  around  in  tho  coll.  7/e  had  to  maintoin  a  cross-

•  ^OBjetime  in  the  latter  part  of  January  or  tho  beginning  of  February, 
a  sovoroly  wound od  and  burned  flyer  by  tho  nano  of  It,  Hunt,  OSN  was* 
brought  into! camp  and  put  in. the  coll  noxt  to  raino.  At  the  time  he  •  '  • 
arrivod  in  camp  ho  was  able  to  walk  oven  though  feobly,'  and  had  e 

rational  mind.  Ho  told  mo  his  namo,  rank,  whore  he  was  shot  down,  date  and 

namo  of  ship  and  type  of  airfirnft  ho  was  flying  and  -also  his  seuadron 
numbor.  Upon  arrival  at  camp  ho  was  not  oxnnined  in  any  mannor  by  tho. 
Kongo  Che  (Kitamura),  but  tho  noxt  morning  he  was  made  to  walk  from 
the  Coll  to  Kitanurn's  room,1  a  distance  of  approximately  50  yards.  rhat 
Kitamura  did.  to. hin  in  this  room,  I  do  net  krer,  but  whon  he  returned 
tr  his  coll,  ho  was  definitely  in  a  far  verso  stato  than  when  ho  loft. 

Tho  night  after  his  examination  by  Kitamura,  ho  became  dolirious  and 
hiB  body  racked  with  severe  pain.  In  his  dolirium  ho  went  over  his  crash 
tine  and  tihe  again  and  spoko  cf  his  family  back  in  tho  States.  Tho 
guards  could  hoar  him  raving,  and  thoy  would  go  into  his  room' and  pound 
cn  the  floor  with  thoir  bats,  laughing  while  thoy  did  this.  Once  during 
the  nipht  I  tried  tc  talk  with  hin  and  could  rocoivo  no  answer,  *se  I  an 
positlvo  ho  wae -cut  of  his  mind.  About  a  wook  lator  ho  was  again  takon 
to  Kitamura1 8  room  for  tho  inhuman  troatmont  which  sufficed  in  tho  camp 

as  nodical  treatment.  In  Fobruary  1945  I  rocuostod  of  Lt.  Sasane,  Hatsuc  7 

pormission  to  enter  Hunt's  room  ond  feed  hin  or  help  him  in  any  way  I 
could,  as  ho  could  not  uso  his  arms  cr  logs,  Sasono  said  that  he  would 
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havo  tr  ask  his  superiors.  About  an  hour  latar  ho  came  to  iry  coll  and 
said  that  it  was  inpossiblo  and  sc  I  askod  at  least  lot  rao  go  in  and 
read  tho  Piblo  tc  him  and  ho  said' that  ho  would  sbo.  Tho  noxt  merning 
ho  cano  fcaok  and  infernod  no  that  that  .would  not  bo  allowed,  and  that 
thore  was  netbinp  that  wo  cculd  dc  tc  hoi;.'  Hunt  in  any  way.  Sc  Hunt 
starved  tc  doath.  .

The.follov/ing  guards  v/orc  tc  tho  best  cf  my  knowlodgo  and  boliof 
tho  moanost.  guards  In  this  canp.  Nishi,  Asena,  Fugnts,  Mcri,  Obara, 
Kitamura,  Kchara  and  twe  ether  guards  known  tc  mo  by  tho  following  nick- 
namos:  Tho  ."oazcl,  and  tho  Dog  or  tho  Bull. 

Nishi  had  a  perverted  sonso  cf  h»unor  and  tho  following  Incident 
will  shew  exactly  what  I  moan.  In  Fobrunry  I  loaned  my  Fib’o  tc  It. 

(J.G.)  Kenneth  asHon  Flinn,  who  was  in  tho  coll  noxt  tc  mino,  and  ho 
road  the  Bible  leud  onough  for  It.  (J.C-.)  Donald  Curry  Ftanlcy  tc  hear. 
Nishi,  by  sneaking  cutsido  and  looking  in  tho  window  cf  both  rooms,  could 
8oo  that  Flinn  was  talking  loud  oncugh  for  Stanley  to  .hoar  hin.  Ho  then 
wont  into  Flinn1 s  reem  and  boat  him  with  a, hot  3}n  in  diombter  and  3’ 

I6ng  abcut  tor  times,  slurpod  him  with  his .fist,  thon  hit  him  with  tho 
sole  cf  rubbor  tennis  shces  and  nado  him  stand  at  attention  without 
clothes  for  approximately  4  hours,  end  tho  same  troatment  was  given  to 
Stanley.  Fo  tbor  ontered  my  room  and  for  nc-.  appereni  reason  demon¬ 
strated  cn  no  tho  sane  boating  that,  ho  gave  Flinn  and  Stanloy,  thinking 
it  was  a  big  Joke  to  shew  mo  whet  -ho  did  ns  ho  was  laughing  tho  time 
he  was  workinp  mo  ever.  I  have  soon  and  board  him  boat  prisoners  cn 
numerous  occasions  without  any  apparont  rodsen  for  tho  boating.  If  a 
prisoner  would  show  that  tho  boating  was  hurting  him,  Nishi  would  de¬ 
light  in  boating  bin  lergor  and  harder  than  if  tho  prisoner  showed  nc 
sign  cf  psin.  An  example  cf  this  ms  tho  aferariontionnd  boating  of 
Snilt  Tho  pecplo  that  I  knew  for  a  fact  that  ho  beat  are:  Ehil, 

Stanley,  Flinn,  ’Zoinor,  Pirdwoll,  Y(elkor,  Tarnoll,  Frolleson,  Walasok, 
Upten,  Bouchoit,  Cross  and  myself.  Tho  aforomonticnod  beatings  wore 
administered  during  an  exorcise  wo  know  as  ’’Cenpersoro".  T-is  exor¬ 
cise  consisted  cf  taking  a  handloss  swab,  bonding  from  tho  hips  and  running 
this  swab  down  a  ccrridor  r.pr.roxinntoly  25  yds.  in  boro ‘foot,’  being 
beat on  if  ycu  slowed  dew*,  foil  cr  in  any  way  did  not  koop  up  thepaco 
sot  by  tho  guard. •  TMs  oxorciso  was  being  conducted  in  tho  middle  cf 
tho  winter,  using  cold  vat or  which  would  make  tho  floor  v  <ry  slippory 
and  at  tho  samo1  time  ycur  foot  would  become  rumh  duo  .tc  tho  ccld.'  Tho 
avorago  number  cf  tines  tbnt  ycu  would  g?  up -and  down  this  hall  is  20, 

•and  evory  man  chc  would  take  .this  exorcise  would  rocoivo  approximately 
from  .15  tc  2C  hard  blows  with  a  bat  3f*  by  3'.  Also  this  oxorciso 
was  xiono  individually  v/hilo  the  prisoner  vas  in  a  woakoned  physical  con¬ 
dition,  and  after  two  trips  it  v.ts  all  ho  cculd  dc  tc  move  without' 
oxtromo  psin,  •  . 
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Othor  typos  of  punishment  that  Niahi  odministorod  was  putting  a 
tooth  brush  handle  between  each  ono  of  ycur  fingers,  and  then  taking 
his  hand  and  aquoosing  tho  Prisoner's  hands  as  tight  as  ho  possiblo 
could,  and  then  rol easing  tho  pressuro.  This  usually  happened  iramo- 
dlatoly  prior  to  moals  and  consequently  you  could  not  use  your  chop 
sticks,  or  pick  u;  your  bowl  anc*  put  it  tc  ycur  mouth  to  oat.  Ho  did 
that  tc  mo  tnico. 

At  moal  times  you  would  hnvo  to  stand  at  tbo  door  with  ycur  oup 
in  ycur  hand,  and  esk  for  hot  'Water,  and  then  ha  would  epon  tho  door 
and  pur  this  hot  water  from  a  kottle,  making  suro  that  the  hot  water 
spilled  ever  tho  ride,  tjioroby  severely  scalding  or  burning  t*e  Prisoner's 
hands.  He  did  this  to  me  once.

Sugata,  who  was  tho  running  mate  cf  Nishi,  used  to  delight  in 
trying  tc  outdc  Nishi  in  his  punishment.  Examplo  cf  Sugata 's  nearness 
is  tho  fact  ihqt  ho  dolightod  in  going  with  Nishi  into  tho  Prisoner's  cell 
at  night,  whi5o  they  wc.ro  sleeping,  nnd  having  Nishi  sit  on  tho  prisoners 
whilo  Sugata  would  boat  thorn  with  tho  bat  3i"  by  3'.  .'I  know  this  tc  bo  a 
fact  as  I  have  had  this  dono  tc  me  twico.  He  boat  ovnryqno  that 
Nishi  did,  and  that  I  havo  listed  above,  and  theno  beatings  occurred 
during  "Coppensogo",  and  at  any  other  time  ho  sc  desired.  Sugata 
liked  to  tako  certain  supplies  from  our  Rod  Cross  boxos,  cf  whlwh  I 
received  only  two  during  ay  entire  stay.  It  you  wero  to  refuse  to 
give  him  these  supplies,  he  would  beat  you  with  the  bat  3£"  by  3'j 
and  I  know  this  happened  to  both  Stanley  and  Fllnn.  Dn  cno  occasion 
Kenneth  Fllnn  was  boa  tor  21  tines  by  said  bat  for  refusing  to  give  • 

Sugata  the  prunes  from  his  Red  Cross  box,  typ  coll  at  this  time  was 
adjoining  It.  (J.g.)  Kenneth  Flinn'a  and  Pliim  told  me  that  it  waq 
Sugata  who  hod  boaten  hi-.  Even  though  wo  teero  in  solitary  confine¬ 
ment  and  npt  allowed  to  speak  with  one  another,  it  nos  possible  to 
ccnvorse  as  tho  walls  between  the  rdoms  wero  very  thin' 'and  in.  some 
places  ycu,cculd  see  frem  cell  to  cell  through  the  cracks.  Fllnn’  told 
me  that  Sugata  camo  intc  his  coll  and  put  a  tooth  brush  handlo  between 
each  one  of  his  fingers,  And  then  took  his  hand  end- squeezed  Flihn's 
hands  as  tight  as  ho  possiblo  could  and  thon  reloasod  the  prossuro. 

Fllnn  also  said  Sugata  poured  hot  rater  over  Ms  hands.  , 

•• 

I  accuso  Ascrao  of  not  only  indulging  in  tho  mis+reatment  cf  the 
prisonera  with  Nishi,  Sugata  and  Mori,  but  alsc  allowing  them  tc  have 
the  fron  hand  in  tho  mistroatmont  of  tho  priabnora  ns  ho  was  the  sonior 
guard  of  the-  soanon  ranks,  and  whilo  on  watch  of  those  throe  men.  In 
•  the  capacity  of  sonior  puard,  ho  receivod  orders  frera  tho  Petty  Offlcors, 
Comp  Commander  and.Gunredc  and  did  not  tako  any  erdors  from  any  othor 
guard  outaido  of  Kitamura,  who  was  tho  Kongo  Cho.  I  personally  sow 
and  hoard  him  mistreat  in  numorcus  ways.,  ^uil,  Zoimor,  Flinn,  which 
led  to  thoir  physical  breakdown  and  aubsoouont  death.  I  heard  whon 
I  was  reloasod  frem  solitary  frera  my  fellow  prisorors  that  Asomn  had 
boat  thorn  on  numerous  occasions  without  provocation,  and  no  apparent 
roason  in  thoir  colls.  Arcmn,  os  an  individual,  was  a  very  prominent 
me#bor  of  a  dotail  that  ran  "ComponBope".  Ascma  boat  Kcnnoth  Flinn

approximately  15  timos  with  a  bnt  3£"  in  diamotnr.by  3*  long  os  hard  as 
ho  possible  could,  and  tho  roason  ho  pave  tc  this  boatinp  of  Flino  was 
that  Flinn  was  sitting  cn  his  blankets  while  in  solitary  confinenort, 
with  ono'  blanket  wrappod  around  bis  body,  and  Ascna-  said  that  it  was 
against  tho  rules  of  tho  canp.  .Flinn  was  in  tho  noxt  coll  to  me  and 
told  me  about  this  boating.  This  boating  took  place  the  ond  of 
Do comber  1944t  * 

Mori,  insofar  as  I  on  porsonnally  concerned  ras  tho  meanest  of 
all  the  puards,  Aftor  my  arrival  at  comp  ho  beat  me  on  numerous  '• 
occasions  with  tho  bat  3?"  by  3'  Without  provocation  and  apparently 
without  orders.  Ho  took  groat  delight  in  taking  my  loft:  arm,  which 
was  shot  up,  and  tidstinp  it  bohind  my  back  and  hearing  no  yoll  with 
pain.  Hbch  time  that  ho,  did  this,  it  would  cause  scar  tissue  cn  ry 
wounds  tr  opon  and  bleod,  (Soo  Attachod  Exhibit  "A"  ond  '*?")  ond  duo 
to  the  fact  that  I  had  lico  ir.factod  bandapos,  subjected  mo  tc  possible 
infection.  Posido  tho  pain  irvolvod,  this  caused  mo  great  mental 
strain  and  had  a  docidodly  bad  offoct  on  ny  noralo.  In  December  1944  ‘ 
Moil  beat  It.  Kenneth  Ashton  Flinn  for  approximately  one  hour  with  a 
bat  3in  x  3*  after  which  Flinn  could  neither  lio  down,  or  sit  down, 
and  this  beating  sc  disturbod  his  digestive  systen  that  it  wee  impos¬ 
sible  for  Flinn  to  oat.  This  boatinp  took  placo  outside  tho  barracks 
known  rs  Iku  (phonetic)  and  I  witnossod  tho  booting  from  my  window. 

•  Fata,  who  sufficed  as  tho  camp  cook,  may  bo  an  able  cook  but  ho 
was  much  better  os  a  Plackmarkotoor.  Cn  numerous  occasions  in  Mey, 

Juno,  July  ond  August  I  saw  him  load  tho  stand  on  tho  roar  of  his 
bicycle  with  food.  Fo. would  normally  tako  rice,  supar,  moat,  vngotablos. 
Oho  day  in  tho  middle  of  Juno  I  saw  him  load  his  bicycle  with  food  two 
difforent  times  and  ride  off,  end  thcr  comr.  hack  about  throe  hours 
lator  with  tho  food  miss'ing  from  the  roer  stand  of  his  bicyclo.  On 
this  occasion  that  I  Just  mentionod,  hie  first  load  consisted  of 
approximately  25  1bs.  of  rico  and  the  soccnd  load  had  a  10  lb.  bag  of 
sugar  and  a  bag  mado  of  somo  sort  of  straw  filled  with  rico,  which  I 
would  Qstimato  ns  roiphidg  at  least  10-15  lbs.  It  whs  a  known  fact  in 
comp  that  Fata,  alias  "curloy"  hod  bought  a  homo  end • furnished  it  from 
the  monoy  ho  mado  cn  tho  blackmorket.  Though  ford  enne  into  Ofuna  for 
the  Prisoners  of  War  to  livo  on,  but  with  Fata  stealing  and  soiling  tho 
larger  portion  of  this  food,  it  loft  uo  .'dth  vory  little.  Mnny  times 
I  and  ether  Prisoners  of  >.r  nt  Ofuna  hrvo  coon  empty  car.  J  in  tho  kitchen 
and  in  Pnt.n's  room,  which  had  erne  from  tho  Hod  frees  food  parcels,  which 
wore  for  Frisonors  of  or  only,  I  do  not  say,  however that  Fata  was 
\,ho  only  cno  whe  stole  Hon  Cross  boxes,  byt  nny  on<.  who  did  .wiry  cordoned  • 
•by  Captain  Sonomtou.  Cmdr.  Yokura,  Jrnos  K.  Srski,  Fetsuo  Sat tine  - 
as  thoso  mon  wore  otnaling  tbor  also.  It  is  ny  firm  bolinf  chut  any¬ 
thing  that  wont  on  at  the.  Japonoso  llovol  In+arrogation  Comp  at  07FNA 
was  oither  ordoyod  cr  condoned  by  the.  uvovc  mentioned  nambors  cf  tho 
Naval  Gonorol  Staff  and  by  all  others  in  or  connected  to  tho  Naval. 

Gonoral  °taff. 
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Obnra  novor  nistrontod  mo  personally,  but  I  loarnod  from  the 
othor  Irisonors  when  I  was  roloosod  from  solitary  that  ho  irdulgod 

in  tho  "Conponsopo"  torturo.

Kitanurn,  in  ny  opinion,  is  a  sadist  and  onjoyod  sooing  and 
cnusinp  pain  to  us  as  Prisoners  of  War.  In  December  of  1944  ny  llttlo 
too.cn  tho  loft  foot  bocane  frozen  and  tho  medical  treatment  I  ro- 
ceivod  from  Kitamura  was  as  follows i  I  wo a  takon  to  his  room  by  a 
guard  and  upon  entering  was  mado  to  sit  down  on  a  plain  wooden  bench, 

Po  then  mnuo  no  pul;  ny  foot  on  a  small  stand  and  •  ith  e  pair  of 
twoozors  pulled  re  skin  very  foughly  from  my  frozon  toe,  causing 
.  extrema  pain  r.rd  leaving  tho  two  itself  raw.  Ho  then  put  some  yollow 
ointment  and  gave  me  sorao  dirty  bandage,  with  which  to  wrap  rtv  toe. 
Another  Fx-ismor  cf  War  wrs  present  when  this  happened ;  his  none  is 
Pcatswair  William  loibold,  'USN.  In  Fobruary  1945,  when  ho  node  an 
inspection  of  a  few  solitary  colls,  he  found  where  I  had  scratched 
my  nomo  on  tho  wall ,  and  he  then  came  to  my  room  and  slugged  mo  with 
his  fist  for  approximate! "■  20  times.  I  wrs  sit.  ting  on  something 
resembling  a  bod,  with  a  straw  mat  on  top  of  it,  raisod  about  3'  from  the 
floor,  Whon  ho  hit  me,  ho  would  knock  me  completely  off  my  seat.  Ho 
would  bong  my  hoad  against  tho  wall.  Ho  \xuld  then  nuke  mo  come 
back  up  in  ny  sittir.p  position  and  hit  me  son-'  more.  This  beating 
mado  it  impossible  for  mo  to  oat  tho  waning  meal.  At  the  tinjo  of 
this  boating  my  loft  *rm  was  still  in  a  sling,  os  ny  wounds  wore  not 
completely  hoalod.’  As  stotod  beforo,  Kitamura  was  vory  actino  in  tho 
beatings  of  Emil,  Flinn,  Zoindr,  Ring  and  numorcus  other  rrisoners  of  War. 

On  or  about  tho  1st  of  Fobruary  1945,  I*t.  Emil's  condition  bocame 
vory  serious  as  a  result  of  tho  boatings  ho  had  boen  rocoivinp  for  a 
period  of  a-proximstoly  cno  month  at  the  hands  of  /isoma,  Niahi, 
ugota  and  Kitamura,  and  at  nc  tino  did  Emil  rocoivo  nodical  help  from 
Kitamura  that  I  know  of.  I  can  definitely  state  that  It.  Emil  was 
not  hospitalizod,  I  held  Kitamura  responsible  for  tho  death  of 
I«t.  (J.g.)  Kenneth  Flinn  through  his  refusal  of  medical  aid.  Flinn 
developed  somo  sort  .of  ulcor  on  tho  loft  side  of  his  body,  and  said  ulcer 
started  as  a  slight  hole  no  larger  than  a  pin  hole.  This  ulcer,  kept 
growing  larger  until  it  hud  a  tained  tho  diarotor  of  approximately  1 
inch  at  tho  tjme  Flin  died.  During  approximately  six  wooks  period 
from  1  Juno  1945  until  tho  date  of  Flinn' s  death,  on  or  nhout  24  July  45, 
Flinn  repeatedly  asked  Kivimura  for  medical  aid  and  Kitamura  refused, 
Furthor,  approxima^ol”  throo  days  before  Film  died,  Kifcuwura  gavo 
Flinn  a  piece  of  gauze  on  vMch  some  fish  oil  had  bear  peurod.  I 
was  with  Flinr  or  the  day  that  hp  wont  i/rlc.  a  .coma.  Kitamura, 
accompanied  by  Kakuzo  Iide,  tho  Camp  Cdssimndjr,  ramo  by  the  room  and 
looked  .\n  the  doorway;  I  advised  Tida  and  Kltart ura  that  Flinn  was 
very  sick;  Kiiarur-a  and  lido  just  looked  and  wrikod  urey,  This  state¬ 
ment  cm  re  vonfiod  by  It.  (j,p.)  rillian  T.  Ross.  Further,  Kitamura 
was  roepcnnihle  for  tho  death  of  It.,  (j.g.)  ''illiam  C.  Zoimor  in  a 
80mowhat  similar  manner.  In  about  May  Zoimor  developed  a  soro  on  the 
cutsido  of  his  loft  foot.  Tho  size  of  this  soro,  which  was  oponi 
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kopt  increasing  until  on  or  about  the  3rd  of  August  it  was  from  3^  to 
4  inchos  in  diameter.  Zoimor  durinp  all  the  timo  this  sore  was  develop¬ 
ing,  kept  "skinp  Kitanura  to  do  somothinp  obout  it.  Kitamura  refused. 

I  was  not  in  solitary  confinement  at  this  timo,  and  thoreforo  allowed 
to  go  as  I  pleased  in  my  barracks.  At  0700  that  morning,  the  mcminp 
that  Seiner  died,  I  vont  across  to  his  coll,  as  ho  had  not  touchod  his 
food,  and  I  ranted  to  find  tho  ror.son  why.  Looking  in  his  cell,  I 
could  see  that  Zoimor  was  not  conscious.  Hysolf,  plus  another  Prisonor 
by  the  nnmo  of  Hughes,  wont  in  Zoimer's  cell  and  triod  to  bring  him  to. 

At  this  timo  his  oyos  rorc  very  glassy,  his  bedy  was  rather  cold  and 
stiff.  r‘ithin  an  hour  he  started  a  gurgling  nciso  vdthin  his  throat, 
and  having  soon  Fiinn  just  a  few  rook's  provicusly  do  tho  samo  thing, 
re  knor  that  ho  was  in  a  conn,  and  that  it  r-s  impossible  to  revive 
him,  but  ro  tried  for  at  least  an  hour  tc  tro  hours.  His  faco  had 
a  yollow  cclor  tc  it,  his  finger  nails  roro  very,  vary  white.  About 
7:15  in  tho  morning,  right  aftor  ro  found  Zoimor,  I  wont  down  to 
Kitamura'8  office  with  Charles  Puchcit  tc  ask  Kitanura  if  ho  would 
come  down  tc  Zoimer's  col]  and  soo  what  ho  could  do  for  Zoimor.  Tho 
only  thing  that  ho  did  say  ras  "Matte"  (Phonetic)  which  meant  to  us 
"Wait".  Thor  ro  ront  back  and  worked  on  Zoimor  for  approximately  tro 
hours,  and  Kitanura  did  net  come  to  pivo  any  aid  to  Zoimer  until  about 
12:30.  At  approximately  12:30  of  said  date  Kitanura  gave  Zoimor  an 
injection  of  sore  drug  and  stated  that  at  the  timo  that  Zoimor  would 
die  very  shortly.  Zeimor  died  that  same  day,  within  an  hour  aftor 
Kitamura  had  givor  him  this  injection.  The  fclloring  mop  besides 
myself  heard  Kitamura  mike  this  statement  th:t  Zoimor  would  die 
shortly,  thoy  roro  Puchoit,-  Forebc,  Norton,  all  Amorican  Friscnors  of  War. 


I  alsc  bold  Kitamura  responsible  fer  the  death  of  It.  Hunt-  for 
which  I  have  already  described  provicusly  in  this  statement. 

Kitanura  definitely  had  ndoauatc  nodical  supplies  in  his  room  in 
the  Ofuna  Camp  tc  havo  saved  Hunt,  '‘oimor  and  Fiinn,  In  any  ovont,  he 
could  havo  prevented  a  great  deal  of  suffering,  which  was  experienced 
by  tho  many  sick  and  wounded  Allied  Prisoners  interned  in  this  camp. 

I  knew  positively  that  ho  had  abundant  nodical  supplies  cn  hand  because 
I  personally  saw  then  whon  tho  war  was  over  in  his  room.  Charles 
Puchoit  will  verify  this  as  ho  was  with  me.  T’oso  medical  supplies 
woro  in  a  large  weeder  box,  3'  lonr  -  2i"  vide  and  2'  hirh.  This 
bex  was  practically  full  cf  tho  following  medical  supplies:  approxi¬ 
mately  50  rolls  of  gauzo,  each  roll  was  3"  in  diameter  -  tho  width 
of  tho  gauzo  was  2{";  a  small  woe den  hex  f"  long  -  3"  wide  -  3W  high 
packed  tightly  with  gauzo  pads;  20-30  tubes  cf  burn  ointmont  -  these 
tubas  woro  the  sane  size  as  a  largo  shaving  tube  -  wo  usod  this  in 
troating  Rogan's  burns  after  the  war  was  over  -  aheut  15  4  oz,  bottles 
cf  vitamin  P-1  in  liquid  form;  vitaml"  pills  -  the  number  I  cannot 
estimate  but  after  tho  v/n r  Kitamura  bopnn  to  issue  then  at  the  rate  cf 
20  p^r  day  por  Prisonor.  There  wore  approximately  135  Frisomrs  in 
the  camp  at  tho  timo  -  this  centinucd  frem  about  ?C  August  1945  until 
1  September  1945?  at  lonst  5  largo  10-14  oz.  bcttlas  cf  iodine; 

Kitanura  had  at  lonst  300  pills  of  1/2  grain  morphine;  thoro  wore  many 
ether  medical  itens  which  I  cannot  recall  at  this  timo.  I  know 
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definitoly  that  tho  supplies  listed  above  wcro  not  sent  tc  OFUNA  after 
hoatilitifcB.:  woro  evor  because  if  thoy  had  boon,  I  would  have  aoen 
then.  After  tho  cessation  of  hostilities,  wo  were  allowed  freo  move- 
mont  about  the  camp. 

Ir  about  May  1945  Kohara  bocamo  ono  of  tho  worst  tomotors  of  tho 
camp.  Kchara  was  Oocho  San  Number  2  for  a  whllo,  thon  became  Cocho 
Sar  Nunbor  1  bofero  doparting  from  Ofuna.  Kohara  almost  always 
carried  a  cone  a'rut  tho  camp  with  which  ho  used  tc  beat  prisonors 
for  no  apparent  reason.  About  orco  a  voek,  ervory  "•eok,  Kohara  would 
erdor  tho  Frisoners  boaton  for  what  soonod  to  bo  his  personal  amuse¬ 
ment.  Kohara  openly  claimad  that  thoro  was  no  such  thing  ns  a  "sick 
prisoner".  On  at  least  six  or  sovon  occasions  I  was  boaton  on  tho 
orders  of  Kohara  and  then  made  tc  assume  tho  "Ofuna  Crouch"  for  a 
poriod  of  from  1^2  to  3/4  of  an  hour.  Tho  "Ofuns  Crouch"  was  tho  posi¬ 
tion  of  about  n  1^2  knee  bond,  with  knoos  o  distance  of  about  2'  apart, 
a  balancing  bn  the- bills  of  tho  foot,  with  hands  ovorhoad  in  an  upraised 
osition.  Ary  chargo  of  balance  from  the  baPs  cf  tho  feot,  increased 
bond  of  tho  knoos  or  lew.  Ting  cf  the  hands  and  arms  was  mot  with  a  blow 
cfl  tho  "camp  club"  o  pieco  of  weed  3’  long  and  3 in  in  diameter,  at  tho 
herds  cf  tho  guard.  At  tho  ccnclusion  of  tho  "Ofuna  Crrucb"  position, 
it  wes  customary  to  nnko  tho  prisonors  assumo  a  horizontal  push-up 
position,  nith  tho  bedy  perallol  to  tho  preund  suprortod  by  tho  arms 
and  toes  only.  Any  dovinticn  from  tho  parallel  position  rosultod 
.  in  a  blow  fren  the  "camp  club"  by  ono  of  the  guards.  Tho  duration  of 
this  lino  of  stanco  was  from  20  tc  30  minutes.  At  tho  end  cf  Juno  1945 
It,  (j.g.)  Zoimor  was  suffor^ng  from  bori  bori  and  had  an  open  soro  on  the 
cutboard  side  cf  bis  loft  feet,  which  was  approximately  3f"  in  dianotor  end 
approximately  1"  doop.  Ho  was  called  cut  with  all  tho  rest  of  the 
Priseno  s  in  #3  barracks  tc  dc  tho  Ofuna  Crour.ch  in  tho  hallv7ay.  "’o 
hold  this  position  for  about  two  ninutos,  at  which  tirao  each  nan  was 
takon  as  an  individual  tc  tho  center  doorray  of  tho  3rd  barracks  and  beat  t 
five  times  by  Kchara  with  a  bat  3i"  in  diamotor  and  3'  long.  About 
twenty  cf  us  rocoived  this  punishment.  Wo  woro  thon  made  tc  gc  out¬ 
side  in  thn  ernpeund  and  assumo  a  push-ur  position.  If  your  hips 
wore  too  high,  ho  vxuld  boat  ycu  with  tbis  bat  until  you  got  into  tho 
ccrroct  position,  and  likowiso,  if  ycu  woro  too  lew,  tho  bat  was  put 
undomoath  your  chost  and  drown  aft,  and  by  drawing  it -aft,  ho  v*culd  . 
hit  yrur  tosticlos.  Tbis  lastod  approximately  ono-half  hour.  Aftor 
this  boating,  Zoimor  could  not  walk  without  twe  non  holping  him  for  obcut 
four  or  five  duys.  Fo  had  a  very  hard  tine  si  coping  bocause  of  that 
punishment. 

Whorevor  any  Prisoner  did  anything  wreng,  all  Prisoners  rare 
punishod  in  tho  nanror  show"  abovo.  Ar  cxamplo  cf  his  giving  preup 
punishments  occurred  sonctim  in  July  1945.  It  developed  that  there 
was  a  piece  of  broad  missing  from  the  rations  thrt  were  to  be  issued 
to  tho  prisonors  in  my  barracks.  Kohara  rut  us  irtr  tho  "Ofuna  Crouch" 
and  horizontal  pcsiticr  as  described  ahevo,  along  with  tho  usual  beatings 
that  accompanied  such  "excrciso".  toe tb.or  favorite  amusement  cf  Kchara* s 
was  tc  prod  the  prisoners  with  a  stick  V7hile  they  woro  carrying  buckets
